THE INDIAN AND 



THEARTIST 



I have a large collection of Indian art. I enjoy 
looking at these pictures from time to time be- 
cause with a little bit of imagination I can trans- 
port myself back to the days of the Plains 
Indians. Sioux, Cheyenne, Ute, Pawnee, Com- 
anche, Kiowa, Arapaho — the names of the 
Plains Indians ring an echo of terror across the 
pages of our Western history. 

As the new Trans-Mississippi states filled with 
the settlers, the Indians had to go some other 
place. As their buffalo hunting grounds were 
stamped out by the oncoming railroads and they 
were pushed back • — the Indians saw their food 
supply vanish. The braves were trained to the 
game of war and they turned to it with deadly 
earnest. They fought and resisted against over- 
whelming odds. 

For thirty years, from the early days of the 
Civil War until the remnants of Sitting Bull's 
bands surrendered at Wounded Knee on De- 
cember 28, 1890, the Indian wars went on. There 
were great Indian leaders like Sitting Bull, Crazy 
Horse, Roman Nose, Red Cloud, Satanta, and 
Chief Joseph of the Nez Perces. No less brave 
were the American generals, who by patient and 
unremitting watchfulness, skill, and courage 
overcame them. 

There were General Sheridan, Crook, Custer, 
Howard, Miles, and many more, with their tiny 
commands spread over a huge territory through 
which roamed hundreds of thousands of hostile 
Indians. And eventually peace was brought to 
the land. 

The Plains Indians, says Catlin in his North 
American Indians, were "a bold and desperate 
set of horsemen." The whole character of Indian 
life west of the Mississippi was very different 
from the semi-agricultural, foot or canoe travel- 
ing village culture of the East, In large part be- 
cause of the wild horses, which originating in 
strays from Spanish Mexico ran wild over the 



plains. The Indians of the region caught and 
broke the horses and then the Plains Indians 
became horse Indians. 

The buffalo of the prairies, which they hunted 
on their swift ponies, provided their chief 
means of existence. Their mode of warfare was 
not the stealthy woodland rush of the Eastern 
Indians, but the charge of a natural cavalry. The 
Indians, east and west, fought with wariness and 
treachery, boldness and cruelty in advantage, or 
flight if necessary. The horse fitted into this 
complex. It made the Indian bolder in advance, 
faster in pursuit and fleet as the wind in retreat. 

I have a copy of a plate drawn by Frederic 
. Remington in 1901 and entitled: A Sioux Chief. 
Catlin's description of the buffalo huhter^might 
have been written for the Sioux brave whom Re- 
mington created. Painted, motionless on his 
buckskin pony, scanning the far horizon for the 
great beast who was to give him food, clothing 
and shelter — or for the white enemy ! 

"In the chase, of the buffalo, or other animal, 
the Indian generality strips himself arid his 
horse by thrpwing off his shield and quiver. And 
every part of his dress which might be an en- 
cumbrance to him in running. Grasping his bow 
in his left hand, with five or six arrows drawn 
from his quiver, and ready for instant use. In 
his right hand (or attached to his wrist) is a 
heavy whip which he uses and forces his horse 
alongside of his game at the swiftest speed. 

No bridle whatever was used in this country, 
by the Indians, as they have no knowledge of a 
bit. A short halter, however, which answers in 
place of a bridle is in general use of which they 
usually form a noose around the under jaw of the 
horse by which they get great power over the 
animal and which they use generally to stop 
rather than guide the horse." 

To the American public the name of Frederic 
Remington (1861-1909) is synonymous with the 



Wild West. That means the Indian, the cowboy, 
and the broncho. His bronze sculpture group, 
"Broncho Buster" was perhaps the most popular 
drawing room piece for a generation after its 
exhibition at the Pan-American Exposition in 
Buffalo in 1901. 

Coming in to vogue in the era of Teddy 
Roosevelt and the Rough Riders, and picturing 
the heyday of the western range, In his illus- 
trations he set a style for the presentation of 
frontiersmen and horses. Himself a cowboy, he 
made his greatest contributions in the character 
interpretation of his vaqueros, ranchers, and 
prospectors. However all his figures are alive. 
His Indians are not just red men, but Sioux or 
Apache. 

Remington was born at Canton, N. Y. of 
New England Colonial stock. He went to a Ver- 
mont prep school and had two years at the Yale 
School of Fine Arts where he played football on 
the eleven with Walter Camp. On the death of 
his father he left Yale and went West where 
he became a cowboy, scout, and rancher. He came 
back broke, with a bundle of drawings in 1883. 
He got married and went to New York to study 
art. The rest of his life was spent in his chosen 
career. Traveling wherever adventure or a life 
close to nature could be found. He produced 
an enormous stock of illustrations, paintings, 
sculpture and wrote books. In later life he 
painted more in oil and illustrated less, 

I also have a lithograph of Custer's Last 
Charge, June 25, 1876. High on the list of ro- 
mantic American warrior heroes stands George 
Armstrong Custer. The yellow-haired, hand- 
some, dashing cavalry nun who in 1864 became 
the youngest Major General after Lafayette. 
Returning after the Gvil War to his regular 
rank of lieutenant colonel, Custer was detailed 
to western patrol and Indian fighting. 

In 1876 he and his regiment, the Seventh 
Cavalry were given the job of capturing or dis- 
persing the bands of Indians who had come out 
of their Dakota reservation for the annual buf- 
falo hunt toward the upper Yellowstone. The 
Indians were encamped on the south bank of the 
Little Big Horn River and Custer divided his 
command of 12 companies. Sending Major Reno 
to attack on one side, Captain Benteen on the 
other, he himself led five companies down for 
an attack on the lower camp. 

Reno and Benteen retreated across the river. 
They were exonerated of defection by a later 
court martial. But the controversy rages to this 
day so that the whole force of Indian attack was 
concentrated upon Custer. His troopers fought 
back furiously but were forced to fall back, were 
surrounded and then annihilated. As a boy I 
saw many copies of this lithograph, and recently 
I saw an old copy in the room of the western 
stable where I sometimes ride. 



Feodor Fuchs designed this lithograph for the 
Milwaukee Lithograph and Engraving Company. 
He was responsible also for Civil War portraits, 
notably one of General Sigel. His Custer's Last 
Charge is less well known than the painting by 
O. Becker but it is not dissimilar in technique 
and violent detail. 

I also have a lithograph of the Capture and 
Death of Sitting Bull. However the publishers 
of this "Indian" picture apparently not person- 
ally familiar with the appearance of the fighting 
Sioux. And' in their print the buckskin clad 
Indians lying or falling dead bear more re- 
semblance to the Mohicans of Cooper's tradition 
than to the warriors of the plains. They have 
done well, however, in giving to Sitting Bull, 
who is to be seen falling from his white, 
feather-bedecked charge, a noble aspect. There 
is only one sad trouble with this picture. Who- 
ever -did it — didn't know his Indian history for 
Sitting Bull died in an entirely different manner. 

If you really think you have a bit of artistic 
talent, go try and draw some Indian scenes. The 
first serious outbreak of the Plains Indians took 
place in Minnesota in 1862. The Sioux, who had 
ceded their lands and found themselves starving 
when agents and traders failed to deliver the 
promised goods, rose under the semi-civilized 
leader, Little Crow. Nearly 500 settlers were 
massacred in a month of terror. 

At last Minnesota troops under Col. Henry 
H. Sibley, subdued the bands, released the cap- 
tives they had carried off and rounded up about 
1,500 Indians who were placed in prisons at 
Fort Snelling and Mankato. Three hundred and 
ninety-two prisoners, accused of extreme cruelty 
were tried at one great court-martial. And nearly 
all were sentenced to death. 

This was too much for the American con- 
science and President Lincoln commuted the 
sentences of all but 38. I have a copy of the 
lithograph which shows the execution of those 
whose sentences were not commuted. Perhaps 
the strangest picture in my collection is a 
photograph of a Hostile Indian Camp. It was 
taken by the frontier photographer Grabill of 
Deadwood, S. Dakota. But when he took it the 
warlike Sioux were beaten, scattered and dispir- 
ited. 

In 1889-91, the Sioux made one final, hope- 
less warlike gesture. But when the soldiers came, 
the Indians fled to the badlands. There were a 
few skirmishes and then it was all over. From 
then on, the only fighting would be in fiction. 

But as long as there is the memory of a frontier 
and the call of adventure, the Indian will live. 
Though I would like to see some good artists 
give us realistic pictures of the days when the 
Indian was really king of the Plains.
